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T HIS annual Totem Pole Tournament representing, 
as it does, the grand finale of the season’s activities 
at Jasper Park Lodge, has now become an institution 
and ranks as the outstanding annual golfing event in the 
Pacific Northwest. 

For the Eleventh Annual Tournament, to be held September 
6th to rath, amateur golfers from all parts of Canada, the 
United States and the Old Country will strive for the 
honor of winning the internationally famous silver totem 
pole trophy and the many other prites awarded to men and 
women players in competition on this famous mountain 
course in the Canadian Rockies. The week’s programme is 
carefully planned to provide competitive golf of great 
interest, yet sufficient time is also available for the playing 
of friendly matches during the tournament. The ladies have 
a programme similar to the men and find much to interest 
them in both competitive and friendly matches. Throughout 
Golf Week an enjoyable atmosphere of informality prevails, 
which, added to the daily thrills that attend each round of 
golf, makes the tournament second to none on the Continent. 

Jasper has particular attractions in the Autumn. After 
Labor Day, the tourist rush is virtually over for the season. 
The Lodge then fills up with discerning golfers who know 
of the treat in store for them. While off-season prices prevail, 
the course and service are at their best. The individual 
bungalows, with their charmingly furnished assembly 
rooms, are more than delightfuL 

While golf is King during Tournament Week, there is 
plenty to occupy the time of those visiting Jasper at this 
time who do not play the Royal and Ancient game. 
There is swimming, fishing, tennis, riding and scenic motor 
drives over excellent roads. Then, of course, there is 
dancing at the Lodge every evening. 







Useful Information Covering the Annual Totem P 

Q.—Who is eligible to play in the Totem Pole Tournament? 

A.-— This is a tournament strictly for amateurs. 

Q.—What chance has a high'handicap man against the low- 
handicapped players? 

A.-—All players ta\e part in a qualifying round on Monday 
and on Tuesday and later, find themselves playing in 
flights with others of similar handicap. 

Q.—How many flights are there? 

A.— It depends upon the total entry. After the qualifying 
round, flights of 32 are made up for the men and flights 
of 16 for the ladies. 

Q.—How many games can a player be assured of? 

A.—Even a losing player will get at least five games. 

Q.—How are they arranged? 

A.—Men play the Handicap Match Against Par the first day ; 
second day, the qualifying rounds are played; third day, 
the first series of f light games; fourth day, flight games 
continue with the previous day’s losers competing in 
consolation flights; fifth day, flight winners continue; 
sixth day, in addition to flight games there is the Mixed 
Creensome competition; on the seventh day the finals 
are played. 

Q.—How many games can the ladies be assured of? 

A. —Exactly the same number as the men. The only difference 
is that the ladies play their Handicap Match Against Par 
on the final Saturday morning of the tournament, while 
the men play theirs on the opening day. 

Q.—What chance is there for friendly games? 

A.—Plenty. There is always open time during the latter part 
of the afternoon for friendly games. The tournament 
schedule has been specially arranged to ta\e care of this 
feature. Time for friendly games should be boo\ed in 
advance each day with the Chief Starter. 

Q.—Are partners drawn for all events? 

A.— .\o. Contestants may select their own partners for the 
Handicap Match against Par and for the Qualifying 
Round; they may also ma\e up their own party for the 
Mixed Creensome Competition. 

Q.—How are the final matches played? 

A.— The men's Totem Pole championship final is played over 
36 holes, while all other flights for both ladies and 
gentlemen are 18-hole matches. 

Q.-—What about caddies? 

A.— Caddies are supplied by the Lodge at a reasonable charge 
per round, and should you desire to boo\ a certain caddy 
for the wee\, arrangements can be made with the 
Caddy Master.

Q.—What time of the day are the games played? 

A.— They usually commence at 8:30 in the morning and 
continue until the last schedule game gets underway early 
in the afternoon. All times are arranged by the Tourna¬ 
ment Committee and are posted in the Lodge the previous 
night. 

Q. — Are there prizes for the Totem Pole championship only? 

A.— ?Jo. There are two prizes for every flight for both ladies 
and gentlemen; prizes for the winner and for the runner- 
up in the qualifying rounds ; also prizes for Handicap 
Matches Against Par, International Team Competition 
and Ladies' Team Match, also the Mixed Greensome. 

Q.—What about golf equipment and repairs? 

A.—A full line of equipment is available at the professional's 
shop. In addition, all repairs are quickly and expertly 
made. 

Q.—What does it cost to take in this Tournament? 

A.— Costs are given under "All-Inclusive Rates" (see inside 
page). These rates include first class rail transportation 
to Jasper and return, standard sleeping car lower berth, 
room and meals at Jasper Par\ Lodge, bus transfer from 
Jasper Station to Lodge and return; and seven full days 
of golf including green fees.

In addition to this there is 
excellent specified trout fishing at Medicine, Beaver and 
Maligne La\es as well as rainbow trout fishing in 
Amethyst La\e in the Ton quin Valley. There are 
splendid roads for most enjoyable motor drives. Cars are 
available at the Lodge and are driven by slfillful and 
experienced drivers.
